Alberta underfunds the arts, again 


AFA falters while horse raving dollars surge 


DISGRUNTLED MEMBERS OF THE ARTS 
community are whispering amongst 
themselves, trading cynical observa-

That's an $18 million increase for 
horse racing—almost equivalent, in 
fact, to the entire sum of lottery dol- 
lars available for the arts in 2005-06. 
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ALBERTA DISADVANTAGE 

For the past three years, as trea- 
surer of the Alberta Book Publisher's 
Association, Ken Davis has lobbied 
for a three-year pilot grant for book 
publishers valued at $5 million per 
year. According to Davis, the situa- 
tion for his industry is dire. 

“We're working with a competi- 
tive disadvantage,” Davis says. 
British Columbia has introduced 
new tax advantages for publishers 
and better grants are available in 
Quebec and Ontario. 

In this environment Alberta pub- 
lishers are being bought out and 
folded up. Davis knows of five com- 
panies that have been bought out, 
and says two of those were gutted 
for their assets before being shut 
down. 

“If you're a business person and 
this is the scenario... You're going to 
say ‘I’ve got to level the playing 
field.’ The only way to do that is to 
move, or offer yourself for sale,” he 
says. 

In fact, the entire arts sector has 
suffered a competitive disadvantage 
in the last decade. Reports from Sta- 
tistics Canada show the long slide 
began with Premier Ralph Klein's 
ascendance. From 1987 to 1993, 
Alberta had the second-highest per 
capita spending on the arts, even 
though per capita funding was cut 
in that last year. In 1994 and then 
1995 the Klein establishment cut arts 
funding further, putting Alberta in 

seventh place for arts funding, 
amongst all i 














BACK AT THE RANCH 

The horses are doing extremely 
well. In fact, just as Alberta’s arts 
funding has flat-lined, funding for 
the horse racing industry has steadi- 
ly increased. In 2001-02 “racing 
industry renewal” grants were $17.9 
million dollars. The horse grants 
grew to $33 million in 2002-03, then 
kept growing, to $37 million in 2003- 
04, $45 million in 2004-05. The only 
hiatus came last year, when 

spending remained at the $45 

million dollar level. 

Of that $45 million, the 
government paid $19 million 
to boost the prize (purse) 
money available to race win- 

ners; just over $7 million 
went to “breeding develop- 
ment,” that is, the purchase 
of high-end studs and 
mares; $16 million went to 
racetrack grants; and $3 mil- 
lion was spent on marketing 
and promotion. 

Asked to explain why the 
horse racing industry has 
received constant grant 
increases over the past five 
years while AFA funding 
has stagnated, Alberta Gam- 
ing spokesperson Robin 
Cochrane suggested that 

Community Development 
hadn't asked for any rrore 
money. 

That suggestion was quickly 
refuted by a source within Commu- 
nity Development who said “it is 
well-known, and has widely been 
reported, that he [Gary Mar] asked 
for doubled funding.” 

For fiscal conservatives, there is 
little economic evidence to support 
greater funding for horse racing than 
for the arts. Economic impact analy- 
ses for the AFA and Horse Racing 
Alberta prepared in 2005 and 2001, 
respectively, by the same company, 
Econometric Research Limited, 
shows similar fiscal results. Employ- 


ment in the arts sector (3,508 jobs) is ~ 


greater than in the horse racing 
industry (3,084 jobs). And the overall 
tax impact of the arts sector in 2005 
(combining federal, provincial and 
local taxes) was $67.8 million. In 
2001, the total tax impact for the 
horse racing industry was $51.1 mil- 
lion. 

Asked if anything else could 
explain the increased funding for 
horse racing, Cochrane noted that 
most tracks and off-track betting 
sites also have VLTs, implying that 
organizations which contribute gam- 
bling dollars to the fund deserve and 
get more money. Published lottery 


fund estimates, however, show that 


is not true. If it were, it is unlikely 
that school transportation, scholar- 
ships, tsunami relief, and health 
facilities would get the millions they 
do from the fund.

As a founder of Attention 
Trust, a nonprofit whose goal is to 
regulate the clickstream-tracking 
industry, he’s intrigued by the idea 
of corporate scruples in a space 
that’s best known for spyware. “This 
tool could be for self-education,” he 
enthuses. “The same way Fast Food 
Nation taught us what we're really 
eating, Root Vaults could teach you 
what kind of data companies are 
really gathering about you.” 

You'll be truly weirded out to dis- 
cover how easy it is for a tiny little 
browser plug-in to send every online 
move you make to a third party. 
Once you've completed your experi- 
ment, though, delete all the data 
from your Root Vaults account, then 
delete the extension from Firefox. 
And just to be safe, don’t click on 
anything you'd be afraid to share 
with the world.

Wiebe (born in Speedwell, 
Saskatchewan, in 1934), unlike most 
literary heroes, has spent almost all 
his life on the Prairies. The stuff of 
his writing is similarly grounded in 
the terrain here and in Northern 
Canada. He is the author of nine 
novels, and four short story collec- 
tions and non-fiction works. Addi- 
tionally, Wiebe holds the distinction 
of winning the Governor General's

Wiebe’s latest volume, as the title 
implies, eschews the life of his liter- 
ary achievements in favour of his 
boyhood development. As a genre, 
boyhood memoirs are no easy task 
to write. Typically, the biographical 
timeframe they consider is the least 
distinctive: few authors did anything 
really significant until they were 
beyond the scope of these memoirs.

WEALTH OF FICTION 
IN THE NEW YORK TIMES BOOKS, NAOMI 
Wolf recently wrote an article denouncing 
the latest literary trash for young female 
readers. She focused on three serials: “A- 
List,” “Gossip Girl,” and “Clique.” So sexual- 
ly explicit that they delve (softly) into the 
ornographic, these books depict the 
Fresiies of the Uber-wealthy, complete with 
elitism, designer clothes, private schools, 
credit cards, nice cars.

If you're a child of the ‘80s, con- 
sider yourself slimed. 

In fact, that period should be 
called the Slime Decade, because by 
its midpoint, we were drowning In 
the stuff. Canadian children were 
enjoying the peak years ot You Can't 
Do that on Television—a show that 
diligently dumped green goo on 
anyone who said, “What?”; Ghost- 
busters spewed ectoplasm all over 
theatres; Garbage Pail Kids went 
from trading cards to toys to movies 
to a cartoon series; the Soggies were 
menacing Cap’n Crunch on the cere- 
al front; arguably the most popular 
He-Man accessory of all ime was 
Hordak’s slime pit-equipped castle; 
and toy machines were stocked with 
little plastic orbs full of sticky day- 
glo goop that mom would inevitably 
toss out 

For horror movie fans, the ‘80s 
held even more slimy wonders, 
including the first two Evil Dead 
movies, Return of the Living Dead 
(and its disgusting “Tar Man” zom- 
bie), David Cronenberg’s The Fly, Re- 
Animator, The Thing remake, and 
Peter Jackson’s Bad Taste. 

Slither is a note-perfect tribute to 
those heady, squishy days, but one 
that has a lot more to offer than 
merely homage. 

The fun—and this film’s about as 
fun as it gets—begins when an alien 
pod crashes in the woods surround- 
ing an average splotch of Small 
Town, U.S.A. Pulsating in the under- 
brush, it’s discovered by redundant- 
ly-named local shlub Grant Grant, 
who's out drowning thoughts of his 
troubled marriage to the much 
younger Starla (Elizabeth Banks, 
Betty Brant in the new Spider-Man 
movies). 

A strangely cast Michael Rooker 
(Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer, Eight 
Men Out), sporting hilariously huge 
specs and a shaved head, shines— 
and eventually glistens with goo—as 
the sympathetic husband infected 
with an alien parasite that mutates 
him into a monster. At the mercy of 
his interplanetary host, Grant finds 
himself gorging on truckloads of 


meat, hiding away in the basement, 
experiencing sharp sexual cravings, 
and morphing into a hideously 
slimy thing that looks increasingly 
like a tentacled tumour—none of 
which does wonders for his mar- 
riage. 

When animals and then people 
start disappearing, Sheriff Bill Pardy 
steps in. Aided by a posse of armed 
locals, including endearingly dickish 
Mayor Jack MacReady (Gregg 
Henry), Pardy must defend the 
town, including his longtime crush 
Starla} against Grant and a full- 
blown alien slug invasion. 

Edmonton‘s own Nathan Fillion 
stars as Pardy, a witty but flawed 
man of action similar to the lovable 
Captain Malcolm Reynolds the actor 
played on the cult hit TV show Fire- 
fly and its movie spin-off Serenity. 
Fillion brings the right amount of 
self-deprecation, self-awareness, and 
realistic self-preservation to the film 
that keeps the audience firmly 
onside with an ordinary guy ina 
truly extraordinary situation.

You could forgive the guy for being a little 
upset: General MacArthur and his army are 
on the doorstep, and the Japanese people 
will fight fo the death to protect the Emperor, 
a god descended from a god, a man whose 
voice they have never heard 

But Hirohito’s oddness transcends grief, 
taking the form of low-grade autism. He 
moves painfully slowly—as slowly, in fact, as 
the first third of Alexander Sokurov’s The Sun 
(which mercifully or methodically, depending 
on your perspective, kicks ise into second 
geor after 30 minutes or so). He speaks a lit 
tle cryptically, moving his mouth like a 
beached fish gasping for air. His apparent 
grasp of the gravity of the situation seems to 
vie with the childlike wonderment he express- 
es for his marine biology specimens or his 
photographs for foreign film stars, 

You may be fomitor with the intriguing 
Mr. Sokurov, the Russian director, cine- 
matographer, and documentarian who pre- 









ceded The Sun (third in a tetralogy) with films 
on Hilter (Moloch) and Lenin (Taurus). You 
may recall his attention-grabbing 2002 film 
Russian Ark, the first feature-length film to be 
shot in a single take. If that bit of cinematic 
wizardry mi 8 you think “cool,” The Sun 
may be for you. IF you think “oh geez,” move 
along 

But this is a film that you don’t have to 
either love or hate: you can love it and hate it 
at the same time. Although it's a brane 

rtrait of a powerful figure wrestling wi 
fis conscience, the film seems to lack the 
compressed context we've become accus- 
tomed to. And however much Sokuroy’s 
patience with his material can be arresting, it 
can also come off as precious. 

What is undeniable is Sokurov's gift for 
visual art, and not just in the mostly static set 
pieces that represent the Emperor's stilted 
existence: we've seen yards of mushroom 
cloud footage, but in the Emperor's night 
mare, Sokurov conjures the horrifying expe- 
rience of being swept up in the conflagra- 
tion 

Ultimately, however, the thing hangs on 
Ogata, and he is mesmerizing, a man 
emerging from his literal and metaphorical 
bunker to confront a world and a worldview 
he’s hardly prepared for—he's not sure how 
to open a door, still less how to tell his people 

































that he’s merely a man—but to whi 
brings nobility and decency.

THE FORT KNOX FIVE ARE A COLLECTIVE OF 
producers from Washington, D.C., that rep- 
resent the next wave of the breakbeat sound 
After the explosion of artists like Chemical 
Brothers and Fatboy Slim a few years ago, 
an underground breaks scene started to 
brew new sounds. Lying somewhere between 
the sounds of England's nu-skool breaks 
scene, the lounge-y sounds of friends Thiev- 
ery Corporation, with the energy and attitude 
of old school funk and hip-hop, the group 
works fo push the good times in the groove 
forward by supplying an antithesis to the 
dark, negative stereotypes that get perpetuat- 
ed through most hip-hop and breakbeat 
music today. 

‘As Jon Horvath (aka Jon H) of the group 
explains it, the positivity comes from living in 
uncertain times in the U.S. and the unique 
place that their city holds in it. 

“D.C. is the capital of the USA, but it's not 
a state. Without representation, our vote 
doesn’t really count in reality,” he admits 
"Yet there's so much politics and stuff going 
on around us, so to get through these crazy 
times we want to put a smile on people’s 
faces. D.C. is super, super liberal even if the 
decisions that come out of here aren't.” 

Although only four, the Five have been 
making waves over the past couple of years 
after meeting and teaming up with one of 
their idols, Tito pioneer Afrika Bam- 
baataa. “! used to work at this place called 
the DJ Hut in D.C. and my boss said that he 
used to come in once or twice a year. One 
pi La a.call from him and he says, ‘Bam 
is here. Get down here with your stuff.’ So | 
brought all of the 12s of stuff that we'd been 
doing and some CDs of unmastered stuff and 
gave it to him,” Horvath explains. “Now 
sometimes you give people stuff and you 
don’t know if they listen to it or not, but Bam 
called me back 15 minutes later about some- 
thing he was listening to in the car and it just 
went from there.” 

This lead to the guys collaborating on four 
tracks from Bambaataa’s 2004 Dark Matter 
album, remixing its first single, and Bam- 
baataa coming around with associate King 
Kamonzi to drop vocals on the Five's “Radio 
Free D.C.” single. As opposed to many other 
breaksmiths, what caught Bambaataa’s ear 
in Fort Knox Five's music was the live instru- 


mentation. “We all came from musical back- 
grounds,” states Horvath. “So playing our 
own grooves came naturally. We do mini- 
mal sampling—we] look on sample discs for 
drum sounds and stuff—but if we sample 
anybody it's mostly ourselves after hours of 
jamming. Rob Myers’ from our group tours 
with Thievery Corporation as their live bass 
player and we're all pretty accomplished.”

Weiss and designer Renate Pohl, 
who is working on this production 
as part of her MFA Design thesis, 
worked closely in bringing this text 
to life. For both of them, Barker's 
ideas on theatre gave them permis 
sion to explore the world of the play 
as they wanted. They hoped to bring 

he mystery of the play to the stage, 
and leave the audience in a possible 
position of uncertainty 

Pohl’s costume and lighting 
designs reflect the light and colours 
from Renaissance painting and 
include hints of what she sees as the 
dark and creepy world of the circus: 
For the set, Pohl found inspiration in 
the tools of Galactia’s studio; in the 
ropes, canvas and scaffolding, tools 
that are also central to the battleship. 
When explaining her process, Poht 
refers to the scene of death on Galac- 
tia’s canvas and its impact on the 
viewer as something both grotesque 
and beautiful. 

“[ really wanted to come close to 
that place,” she explains. 

This multidimensional world also 
gives the actors a set they can play 
with and use as part of the action.

Curiouser and curiouser, Stripe 
waded through the endless supply 
of literary analysis abou e and 
the hidden meanings attributed to 
her nonsensical adventures—the rid- 
dles, the mathematical lessons, the 
references to Victorian society, the 
speculation on the influence of 
drugs. 

To make matters more contrari- 
wise, Alice in Wonderland is the most 
often quoted work of literature after 
the Bible and Shakespeare. Translat- 
ing it toa movement form proved a 
tall order. 

“Just about every single sentence 
has a quotable quote, something that 
can be applied to life or love, or 
whatever,” says Stripe. “I didn’t find 
it difficult to translate it, we just had 
to find a way to putting that word- 
play into movement, which wasn’t 
always eas’ 

Moreover, the stories were origi- 
nally made up on picnic outings 
with the Liddell sisters and only 
written down at Alice’s insi 
“There isn’t actually a narrative that 
drives the whole thing through from 
beginning to end, apart from the fact 
that she’s asleep at the beginning 
and is awake at the end.” 

Stripe decided to combine charac- 
ters from Alice in Wonderland and 
Through the Looking Glass. “I had to 
work at linking those stories, and

finding a way to keep the narrative 
going. I did have to add one or two 
little twists and nuances of my 
own,” explains Stripe. Having done 
that, it was a question of findir 
music to bring those characters and 
stories to life. 

As for the score, Stripe’s original 
intention was to use the books’ 
musical contemporaries. “But a lot of 
this music didn’t really fit into my 
sort of idea of Wonderland... My 
musical direction sort of wavered 
into the 20th Century and I found a 
lot more music that felt suited it, my 
ideal Wonderland, and also suited 
the characters better,” he says of the 
musical choices—Ravel, Debussy, 
Walton and Shostakovic 

So what i idea of Won- 
derland? “A very weird and won- 
derful place,” he laughs. “In the 


actual books, Wonderland is quite a 
rude place. Just about everybody 
nearly 90 per cent of the char 

are rude to Alice or are antagonistic 
to her... I didn’t really want to make 
too much of an issue of that in this 
ballet. | wanted it to be more fun, a 
far more light hearted experience, 
especially in keeping with the brief 
that I had, which was to produce a 
ballet for children and adults alike.”

more horrific images of the outcome 
of Hitler's triumph—genocide 
crimes against humanity, total war, 
and the ultimate devastation of his 
Fatherland. Hitler's will may have 
triumphed in the short term, but the 
creator of his legend was a woman 
of even greater will. Where Der 
Fuhrer imposed his bootprint on the 
world, changing it forever, so too 
did the determination of Leni 
Riefenstahl change the face of the 
€ inematographer s art forever 
Playwright Mieko Ouchi trains 
the camera’s harsh eye on Riefen- 
stahl (Sandra M. Nicholls) and, 
instead of merely telling her life 
story, probes deeper into the ques 
tion of artistic responsibility. Oscar 
Wilde wrote that “the morality of 
Art consists in the perfect use of an 
imperfect medium.” Riefenstahl 
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achieved that moral union in her 
work, but in Ouchi’s examination, 
the waters are murkier. Riefenstahl’s 
work is amoral—it simply exists, 
once lauded but now reviled, it is the 
artist who must be judged. There’s 
nothing wrong” with the films this 
characterization argues to a young, 
female Hollywood studio executive, 
why should she apologize for them? 
In making her films, Riefenstahl 
served her Art—what others did 
with them wasn’t her responsibility. 

Ouchi’s script illuminates the 
struggle of a woman to succeed 
where few others could, taking each 
opportunity as it presented itself 
The playwright uses Riefenstahl’s 
film The Blue Light to counterpoint 
and underscore the artist’s struggle 
to achieve artistically under impossi- 
ble odds—Junta, the film’s heroine, 
is the only person who can climb a 
forbidding mountain to a cave of 
precious blue crystals. By placing 
her trust in a man, she is betrayed 
and the beauty enclosed in the 
mountain besmirched. It makes for 
compelling symbolism. The play’s 
most interesting moments centre 
around this allegory and the argu- 
ments the aged filmmaker has with 
the young female producer to whom 
she pitches a final feature film idea. 
It leaves a certain amount of ambi- 
guity in the argument as the artist as 
pawn versus knowingly giving con- 
sent to propagating evil. 

It’s a huge task set for both direc- 
tor and cast in this Workshop West 
production. Director Ron Jenkins 
uses many filmic elements in mov- 
ing the story across the Westbury 
stage; cross fades with lights, an edi- 
tion desk which doubles as a camera 
dolly and mobile rostrum. The 
scenes of the young Riefenstahl in 
Germany are given a blurred fantas- 
tical aura that shifts into sharp focus 
as the older woman battles her 
infamy. Jenkins’ clever staging is 
also effective in a surreal scene 
between Riefenstahl and Walt Dis- 
ney (played by the same actor who

The opening night performance, 
however, suffered from a lack of 
focus that detracted greatly from 
both the fluidity of the script and 
cast. Key scenes became somewhat 
inert. These flaws will, no doubt, 
solve themselves as the run 
continues. 

The Blue Light is driven by the per- 
former entrusted with portraying 
Riefenstahl in a role that spans the 
woman from her early 20s to a 
crusty centenarian. 

In Sandra M. Nicholls, the role is 
fully realized as Nicholls keeps a 
Brechtian ambiguity to the fore- 
ground ina fully committed, 
unapologetic performance. It is 
impossible to feel either repugnance 
for her pragmatism or sympathy for 





her plight—she is an intriguing 
ma, a focal point for the deepestd 
moral dilemmas. 

The clarity of this performang 
offset by a sinister urbanity on the 
part of John Kirkpatrick as Goett 
and Duvall Lang’s diffidently mg 
lomaniacal Hitler. Kirkpatrick an 
Duvall, as well as Colin Doyle 
April Banigan, all successfully 
negotiate multiple roles as the 
filmmakers, interlocutors and fai 
who all influenced Riefenstahi's 
and work. 

The Blue Light is a play that wil 
leave the viewer questioning the 
often-unacknowledged dark sid 
artistic experience. Experience ist 
everything: go deeper and asks 
what you're asked to believe.
